EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, AL- 
BANY, N. Y., Aug. 16.—(4)—Lean- 
ing forward across his executive desk, 
Governor Roosevelt turned today the 
full force of his examination of Mayor 
Walker on ouster charges toward an 
explanation of why the mayor failed 
to get in touch with Russell T. Sher- 
wood, the missing accountant, who 
reputedly handled financia) transac- 


tions of nearly a million. 

On the stand for the fourth day, 
Walker steadfastly maintained he 
didn’t know Sherwood'’s whereabouts. 
that he had made every effort to get 
in touch with him and that his rela- 
tions with Sherwood were only routine 


business affairs. 

Outside the “hall . of...governors,’ 
where the hearing was in progress, 
Walker was asked if the “unknown 
person” whose receipt of $41,000 from 
Sherwood has been mentioned were 
Betty Compton, the actress. a 

“Who do you suppose it was, was 
Walker's reply. 

Disclaims Move. 

On the witness stand Walker dis- 
claimed authorizing Sherwood to issue 
a letter of credit, or to transfer stock 
in the Brooklyn Manhattan Transit 
Company to the “unknown person. 
He said the “unknown person” was 
a woman and a friend of his. : 

Roosevelt read from the investiga- 
tion record that a letter of credit was 
given to the “unknown person” by 
Sherwood in the spring of 1931, and 
that it was increased from time to 
time during the summer. The mayor 
said he knew nothing about the credit 
letter, adding: 

“I do know that Sherwood handled 
income tax matters for the unnamed 
person and an examination of her ac- 
counts would show she had several 
bank accounts in the city.” 

That was the first indication that 
the mystery$ person was a woman. 
Later the governor asked, “was she a 
friend of yours,” and Mr. Walker re- 
plied “yes.” 

“Do you know of any reason why 
Sherwood should have arranged this 
letter of credit for her,” was the next 
question. 

“No, except that he handled other 
matters for her as was brought out 
yesterday,” the mayor replied. “He 
handled an investment for another un- 
named person figuring in the testi- 
mony.’

LEADING MARKETS 
EXTEND ADVANCE 
DESPITE SELLING 


Cotton Pushes Ahead to 

Point More Than $14 
Above Lows Established 
on June 10. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16-—(4)—In 
the face of intermittent selling, ‘the 
securities markets made further sub- 
stantial advances today, which boost- 
ed many issues, mostly rails, to new 
high levels for the summer recovery. 

The stock market opened with one 
of the most exciting rushes of buying 
of the year, which swept prices of 
many leaders up $1 to $8 a share. 
There was a substantial letdown in 
shares later, apparently reflecting dis- 
appointing action of wheat, but stocks 
strengthened again in the final deal- 
ings, and many issues finished $1 to 
$4 a share higher. 

Price averages indicated the stock 
market had in the aggregate retraced 
the ground they lost in the setback 
late ,last week. Many of the indus- 
trials had failed to return to the highs 
of last week, but many of the rails 
and a few utilities were actually high- 
er. Trading was in large volume in 
the early dealings, but slackened on 
the decline. The turnover in the stock 
exchanges, however, reached 3,611,575 
shares, or some 1,700,000 more than 
yesterday’s. 

The bond market bulged up in the 
best advance since last Thursday, and 
prices in the aggregate reached the 
best level since the end of March. 
Trading was active, transfers reach- 
ing an aggregate of $15,295,000 par 
value. Fr

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HITLER TO REFUSE 
ANY COMPROMISE 
WITH GOVERNMENT 


Communists Also \Level 
Bitter Fire at Voh Pa- 
pen Regime, Threaten- 
ing General Strike. 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—(4)—Scathing 
attacks were launched today against 
the government of Chancellor Franz 
Von Pap@h by Adolf Hitler, leader of 
the national socialists, the strongest 
patty in the nation, and by Ernst 
Thaelmann, chieftain of Germany's 
3,000, communists. 

Hitler assailed the government as 
“leading straight to chaos” and de- 
clared that never would he compro- 
mise with it. * 

Thaelmann, warring on the govern- 
ment and on the Hitlerites alike, laid 
down a program of agitation to cul- 
minate in‘ a general strike in all 
cities. 

“We must place the masses of the 
people in the fight against the govern- 
ment and the national! socialist hun- 
ger offense,” the communist leader 
said in an appeal to his followers. 

Hitler’s statement was his first 
public utterance since his interview 
last Saturday with President Paul 
Von Hindenburg in which he demand- 
ed the chancellorship for himself and 
was denied it, whereupon he refused 
to take a secondary place in the cabi- 
net, 

“My followers would never have 
understood it if I had accepted the 
compromise suggested by President 
Yon Hindenburg,” the nazi leader 
said,

His statement, issued at the Munich 
headquarters of -hig party, was a no- 
tificatton”that “we know how-we are 
going to’ continue the fight.” ~~

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 16.—(/)

sengers and a crew of 33 men were 
removed safely from the excursion 
steamer City of Memphis tonight 
when she struck a rock in the Ohio 
river here and began sinking. 

The steamer reached the Kentucky 
shore safely but was listing badly 
when the last person was removed. 

The boat was returning from Rose 
Island, a resort about 10 miles from 
here, to New Albany, Ind., with a 
cargo of excursionists. Police report- 
ed she struck a rock near the locks 
in a dam,

water rapidly the passengers became 
alarmed, but officers maintained order 
and there was no panic.

The 
Atlanta Lions Club, the Lions Club 
of Sparta, and officials of the Lions 
Club of Georgia announced their in- 
tention to co-operate with plans to 
rehabilitate farms in this rich agri- 
cultural area, and it is the object of 
the trade body of Atlanta to provide 
rent-free farms for every unemployed 
family head desirous of embracing 
agriculture as a weans of livelihood. 

H. Freedman, prominent in At- 
lanta real estate circles and owner of 
large tracts of land in Eancock coun- 
ty. has offered to the Chamber of 
Commerce 1,400 acres of land near 
Sparta on which unemployed family 
heads may live rent-free for the next 
three years while they strive to re- 
gain their economic status. It is on 
the Freedman property that today’s 
arrivals settled, and J. C. Robinson, 
executive secretary of the Atlanta 
chamber, announced that his organi- 
zation intends to make available sim- 
ilar sites for hundreds of other fam- 


> Early this morning the pioneers in 
the back-to-the-farm movement left 


Atlanta, one entire family of seven 
persons moving their household goods 
on a city-owned truck furnished on 
order of Mayor James L. Key. Five 
families ha: been chosen for the 
initial experiment after Mr. Robinson 
had interviewed several bundred un- 
employed persons, a iarge majority of 
whom expre-sed eagerness to be given 
“a new deal” through the rent-free- 
farm proposition in addition to the 
entire family, the male heads of four 
other families accompanied the truck. 
Enthusiastically announcing their in- 
tention of helping the other family— 
consisting of father and mother, a son 
and daughter-in-law and three small 
children repair the home to which 
they have been assigned.

She returned from 
a summer trip to Europe less than 
two week; ago, to be present at her 
second grandchild’s birth.

The Gainesville (Ga.) mill and the 
Pacolet mills began running full time 
on Monday, and will put $9,000 a 
week in circulation in pay rolls, The 
Chicopee mill is working night shifts. 


Pwill on Friday open their factory 
after having closed down se as to in- 
stall new machinery. This mill re- 
cently received an order for 13,000 
dozen Faye dresses. 


At Lumberton, N. C., the border 
belt tobaceo market opened the 1932 
season with prices running. almost 
two cents a pound higher than last 
year. Other markets opened in N orth 
and South Carolina with expectation 
of higher prices due to an almost 40 
per cent decrease in this year’s crop.

Physicians at Springfield hospital 
said Boardman had “an even chance 
for recovery” if it should develop that 
his skull was not fractured. X-ray 
photographs were being taken to de- 
termine the extent of his injuries. He 
was semi-conscious early tonightacd 
his name was on the danger list.

“miraculous that anyone should fall 
2,000 feet and live.”

COTTON PRODUCED 
WITH S. LOAN AD 


Clarke Announces New 
Rule for Storing or 
Pooling To Prevent Glut 
of Early Market. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(?)— 
As an aid to marketing their crop in 


received 1932 production loans from 
the agriculture department ‘today 
were offered the privilege of storing 
cotton or placing it in co-operative 


pools. 

All cotton stored or placed in an 
optional pool, must, however, be sold 
by March 1, 1933, and seasonal pool 
cotton by next May 1, to pay off the 
loans which become due on Novem- 
ber 30. By taking advantage of these 
plans farmers can hold their crop for 
any possible rise in prices and at the 
same time prevent a glut on the 
market. 

Henry S. Clarke, national director 
of crop production loans, said “it is 
hoped that these loans will be paid 
on or before their due date.” st 
year the department fixed a price of 
8 cents a pound on cotton stored as 
collateral for loans. 

In storing the crop in fedetal 
licensed warehouses farmers have the 
a of selling prior to. March 1, 

ut in any case must agree to sell 
when 80 per cent of the market 
price, less charges, fails to meet the 
amount of the loan. The same con- 
ditions apply to pooled cotton. 

Clarke said the department would 
allow farmers the use of cotton seed 
to pay for picking, ginning, bagging 
and other expenses. When they sell 
and apply the proceeds on their loans 
and the cotton seed Will not pay such 
costs, the borrowers may deduct four- 
fifths of 1 cent per pound of lint cot- 
ton in addition to the seed. 

When it is placed with a co-opera- 
tive, Clarke said, the co-operative 
will not be permitted to make its 
regular advances and apply them on 
loans unless the advances pay the 
loan in full, but if the cotton seed will 
not pay for picking and other ex- 
penses, the co-operative may advance

TALMADGE SAYS HIS RECORD |. 


DISAVOWS EXTRAVAGANCE 
In a statement from Atlanta Tues- 
day night, in answering charges of ex- 
travagance directed at his administra- 
tion as commissioner of agriculture, 
Eugene Talmadge, candidate for gov- 
ernor, said that he had returned to 
the state treasurer over $110,000 ap- 
propriated to his department and that 


he was the only commissioner who 
had ever returned any of the money 
appropriated. 

Talmadge continued : 

“In the administration of the office 
of commissioner of agriculture, my op- 
ponents claim I have been extrava- 
gant. Let us see what this record 
is: In 1926 when I was inducted 
into office the efpenses of this de- 
partment was $535,000. For the pres- 
ent year the expenses will not exceed 
$300,000. The saving to the taxpay- 
ers of hearly 50 per cent. Yet the 
work dotie by this department will be 
nearly twice that accomplished in 


1926, 
Savings Are Cited. 

“When I was inducted into office 
in 1926 there were 5,408 samples of 
fertilizer examined at a total cost of 
$87,440.87. This was a cost per sam- 
ple of $16.17. In 1930 there were 
13,078 samples examined at a total 
cost of $95,361.04. This was a-cost 
per sample of $7.28. 

“In 1926 there were 15,844 samples 
examined in the food, feed and drug 
inspections at a total cost of $63,- 
094.32. This was a cost per sample 
of $3.98. In 1930 there were 20,859 
samples examined at a total cost of 
$59,155.34. This was a cost per 
sample of $1.98. 

“In my five and a half years as 
commissioner of agriculture I have 
paid back into the state treasury over 
$110,000 that was appropriated to 
the department of agriculture by the 
legislature. I could have spent every 
dime of this money. I am the only 
commissioner who ever returned any 
of the appropriation. 

Efforts for Farmers. 

“The efforts that I have always 
made as commissioner of agriculture 
to ‘benefit the farming classes of Geor- 
gia are known to all men throughout 
the state. As commissioner my chief 
duty was to the faz-mers and my chief 
efforts were, therefore, in their be- 
half. As a candidate for governor I 
declare again my earnest desire to 
exercise the full powers of the gov- 
ernor’s office to continue what I have 
always done in behalf of the farmers 
of this state, but I also declare that 
as governor I would endeavor to rep- 
resent all the people of Georgia and 
not limit my efforts to any particu- 
lar clags, 

“We must always remember that 
the interests of “every group are de- 
pendent on the welfare of the state 
as a whole. You cannot injure busi- 
as a whole. 

“No radical legislation will be ap- 
proved by me as governor of Georgia 
which would harass or hamstring the 
legitimate business of this state.

Sister Has Small Interest 


in Railway, 


Governor 
Declares. + 


LAFAYETTE, Ga., Aug. 16.—In 
speaking to the voters vf Walker and 
surrounding counties at the court- 
house .here today, Governor Russell 
revealed why his father, Chief Jus- 
tice Richard B. Russell, disqualifies 
himself in the Georgia supreme court 
when a Georgia Power Company case 
is under consideration. 

He also discussed in plain terms 
the activities of the jute trust in 
seeking to influence. legislation in 
Washington. 

“When he put out the insinuation 
that my father owns stock in the 
Georgia’ Power Company, Mr. Crisp 
knew very well that he was guilty of 
a misrepresentation, because all the 
records of the power company,  in- 
cluding its stock books, are at his 
disposal in his campaign against me,” 
Governor Russell said. “An aged 
aunt of mine owned five shares of 
stock in the old Georgia Railway & 
Electric Company and when she died 
she willed this stock to my younger 
sister, Under the law prohibiting a 
jujdgje from sitting in a ca in- 
volving a company in which even a 
distant cousin owns stock, my 
father, along with four other mem- 
bers of the supreme court, has dis- 
qualified himself from sittin in 
cases affecting the Georgia ower 
Company, successor to the . Georgia 
Railway & Electric Company. e 
never has owned any stock in that 
a himself, and neither have I. 

‘Take jute, for instance, You cotton 
farmers haven’t had men in Washing- 
ton with the stamina to fight the jute 
trust. I came out in this campaign 
advocating a tariff on jute and after 
I had made four or five speeches Mr. 
Crisp said, ‘Me too, I favor a tariff 
on jute.’ But why didn’t he say that 
when he turned his back on Congress- 
man Fulmer, of South Carolina; who 
was trying within the past five months 
to put a tariff on jute, and Mr. Crisp 
opposed him and Mr. Fulmer’s efforts 
failéd. I wish my hearers would all 
read what the democratic congressman 
from our sister state said of and to 
Mr. Crisp on the floor of our nation- 
al congress when pleading with him in 
behalf of the cotton-growing south. 

“There is a man named Ludlum 

who invested $50,000,000 in the man- 
ufacture of jute and made $20,000,000 
out of it last year.

There are 
a lot of little Ludloms around and 
they are bitterly opposing me in this 
race. 
“The big Ludlom is a long way from 
here but he can contribute to the 
campaign fund of Mr. Crisp. So can 
the little Ludlows. But let them and 
the power company spend ali the 
money they want to, because, if my 
strength holds out and I can talk to 
enough people in Georgia face to face, 
I am going to beat them this time and 
make millions for Georgia farmers by 
increasing cotton consumption.”

Monday Tom King, 60-year-old 
ButtS county negro, stood up in 
court in Jackson and listened to a 
sentence of electrocution for the 
murder of a deputy sheriff seven 
years ago.

On four other occasions 
during these seven years he has 
heard the same sentence pro- 
nounced, In each instance, through 
recourse to the technicalities with 
which the Georgia legal system 
abounds, execution of the sentence 
has been postponed. 

Regardless of the guilt or inno- 
cence of this particular prisoner, 
neither respect nor’ fear of the law 
can be expected to be inspired by 
a system of legal procedure which 
permits a guilty man to escape pun- 
ishment or an innocent man to re- 
main in jail for such a length of 
time. 

During these seven 
state has beef? put to the expense 
of caring for this negro; the’ fre- 
quent appeals and hearings have 
clogged court dockets—and the 
ends of justice, which should be 
swift and sure, have been defeated 
for long that a defendant} 
charged with committing a crime 
while in the prime of life, is an old 
man before the legal manipulation 
of his case is ended. 

It is not surprising that, with 
such delays possible, both the crimi-

Health Talks

EVERY BREATH HAS ITS ODOR. 

In an earlier talk about breath 
odor we explained how reverse peris- 
talsis, from one cause or another, pro- 
duces unpleasant breath, and we men- 
tioned that various common whole- 
some articles of diet impart their spe- 
cial odors to the breath, and a num- 
ber of medicines commonly _ incor- 
porated in popular nostrums give the 
breath a peculiar odor. 

In these two talks I have not at- 
tempted to name all the causes which 
may be responsible for bad breath, 
but rather have sought to show the 
futility of trying to remedy the con- 
dition with some “antiseptic” or other 
cure all. : 

Persons who have chronic arsenic 
poisoning may have a peculiar gar- 
licky odor of the breath. Chronic ar- 
senic poisoning is more common now- 
adays than formerly, owing to fre- 
quent occupational exposure. 

A mouth wash or gargle of common 
salt, heaping teaspoonful in pint of 
water, or a solution of borie acid in 
water, heaping teaspoonful. in the 
pint, or a solution of iodin in water, 
say five drop. of the brown tincture 
of iodin (old spelling iodine) in a 
glassful of water, is as effective as 
any antiseptic remedy can be against 
‘any condition which may produce un- 
pleasant, breath odor. If one prefers 
to flavor such mouth wash or gargle 
with one aromatic or another, ver 
well, but that is not a question o 
hygiene. 

In any case, if there is real friend- 
ship, one friend need not hesitate to 
tell the other if there is an extraor- 
dinary odor about the bregth. __ 

While there is no specific remedy 
for foul breath, the fact remains that 
the cause or. source of the trouble 
can be determined by proper examina- 
tion by the physician in every in- 


k| stance, and with rare exceptions the 


trouble is readily ftemedied when the 
physician has made his diagnosis.

Gus H. Howard of Fultor superior 
court,” declared Mark Bolding, prom- 
inent Atlanta attorney, Tuesday night 
before an audience of Judge How- 
ard’s friends and classmates of the 
judge’s children on the ‘lewn of the 
Howard home at 1057 Lucile avenue. 

Mr. Bolding and William A. Fuller, 
another prominent attorney, were the 
principal speakers at a rally at which 
classmates of Judge Howard’s chil- 
dren got under way a campaign for 
re-election of the popular jurist. 
Charlie Howard, son of the judge, 
opened the meeting as’ one of the 
campaign managers, and introduced 
Roy Callaway, who presided. 

Speakers included Barney Bernard, 
a friend of Judge Howard; A. W. 
Falkenburg, a neighbor; Gordon 
Thurmond, attorney and classmate of 
G. H. Howard Jr. in Atlanta’ Law 
school; Ernest P. Rogers, classmate 
of Charlie Howard, and I. Jackson. 

Judge Howard made the conclud- 
ing speech, saying that he will make 
no political speech during the cam- 
paign “except in self-defense, and I 
hope that that will not be necessary.” 
Judge Howard said that he has served 
14 years on the bench in two eir- 
cuits, and that he expects re-election 
by an overwhelming majority. There 
are 400 members of the young men 
and women’s club working in his be- 
half, Judge Howard said. 

Lauded by Bolding. 

The most important race before the 
people of Atlanta at this time is that 
for judge of Fulton superior court, 
Mr. Bolding told the audience.

2.000 years. They are based upon the 
fundamental principles of reason and 
justicé, They have been’ perfected by 
the wisest men that have ever lived. 
The fundamental principles of law are 
so well settled that no.one man Js 
wise enough to alter them. It fs the 
province of a judge to apply them. 
How can he apply them unless he 
knows them? In the application of 
the laws a judge of the superior court 
has more power than a governor oF 
a United States senator. A laweis 
nothing until it is enforced. There 
is not a business in Georgia that @ 
judge of the superior court cannot 
wreck with a stroke of his pen. There- 
fore, should not the judge be a man 
of integrity and of a wide and exten- 
sive knowledge of the laws of our 
country? 

“Upon his decisiegs and decrees 
our rights and liberty and security as 
citizens depend. With these princi- 
ples in mind, what of Judge Howard? 
Is he a good judge or a bad one? 
What is his record? You do not 
have to rely upon what I say. Every 
case since Judge Howard has been 
on the bench ‘in which a lawyer has 
thought that Judge Howard was 
wrong in his decision has been car- 
ried either to the court of appeals or 
to the supreme court of Georgia for 
review. 

Cites Howard's Record. 

““What if Judge Howard's record?” 
Bolding asked. “In the supreme court 
he has been affirmed in 75 per cent 
of the cases in which an appeal has 
been entered and considered by the 
supreme court, and in the court of 
appeals Judge Howard has had the 
same record.

Shortly after an Atlanta scientist | 
Tuesday branded as a fake the so- 
called mummified bodies of a woman 
and child in Indian Springs, Ga., re- 
ports were current there that a na- 
tionally known scientist was on his 
way from an eastern city to make an 
exhaustive investigation of the fig- 
ures. 

The scientist was expected to arrive 
at any hour and immediately begin 
tests to determine if the forms ever 
were human beings. 

Meanwhile crowds. continued’ to 
pour into Indian Springs from various 
sections and to pay 10 cents each for 
the privilege of viewing the “mummy” 
in a glass case. L. J. Gregory, owner, 
and upon whose small farm the ob- 
jects were found, would not permit 
close inspection pending the arrival 
of the scientist. 

In a statement Tuesday, P. W. Fat- 
tig, curator of the Emory University 
museum, and an acknowledged au- 
thority on mummies, branded as 
“‘sross humbuggery of the public” the 
display at Indian Springs. He added 
that he was not permitted to make a 
satisfactory examination of the ob- 
jects and was not permitted to get 
within several feet of the we case. 

The statement of Dr. Fattig was 
similar to one made by Dr. Leon 
Smith, professor of chemistry and 
geology at Wesleyan College, who said 
that the appearance of the heads do 
not conform with natural laws in con-

If Canada can get ample assurances 
from’ Great Britain that dominion 
products will be safeguarded against 
Russian dumping in British markets,

Approximately 200 railroad: repre- 
sentatives and cotton shippers were 
present. ; 

The railroads propose a single rate 
from eastern Arkansas, southern Mis- 
souri and western Louisiana to New 
Orleans and New England mail cen- 
ters. All rates are based on a mini- 
mum ecarload weight, railroad repre- 
sentatives explained. 

From points in the territory men- 
tioned the rate of 45 cents pen 100 
pounds to New Orleans is proposed 
for cars carrying 25,000 pounds; 36 


{cents for 35,000 pounds; 30 cents for 


50, pounds, and 25 cents for 65,000 
pounds. To New England mill cen- 
ters, a rate of 89 cents is pores for 
25,000 pounds minimum, cents for 
35,000 pounds and 74 cents for 50,000 
pounds. 

Throughout the entire rate proposal, 
differentials of 9 cents are maintained 
between the 25,000 and 35,000-pound 
rates; 6 cents between the 35,000 and

and 65,000 pounds.

Prosecution and Defense 
Pleas Consume All-Day 
‘in Contradictions. 


BY REX SAFFER. 
MIAMI, Fila. Aug... 16.—()— 
Shouted assertions that the personal 
diary of Captain W. N. Lancaster car- 
ried day after day death threats to 


the man who stole the lové of Mrs. 
J. M. Keith-Miller were made today 
by State Attorney N. Vernon Haw- 
thorne to the jury hearing the trial of 
Lancaster for the love triangle slay- 
ing of Haden Clarke. Gi 

“The defense tells you that this 
man committed suicide,” Hawthorne 
said. “State witnesses, uncontradict- 
ef, have shown a clear case of mur- 
der, contemplated clear across a con- 
tinent, by a man who is capable, and 
cold and crafty. His diary shows his 
intent, day after day, to kill Haden 
Clarke.” ‘ 

Hawthorne’s argument followed a 
four-hour plea by Defense Counsel 
James M,. Carson. 

Their arguments were dotted with 
inferences of untrue state testimony 
made by Carson, and with charges by 
Hawthorne that Carson deliberately 
prolonged the trial to gain further 
publicity for himself and Lancaster. 

Crowds who filled the courtroom 
in the largest number since the trial 
started August 2, hoped to see the fin- 
ish and to hear the ease given to the 
jury for final deliberations. 

arson renewed his argument to- 
day after starting late yesterday. 

“The life history of Captain Lan- 
caster is a living contradiction to the 
state's contention that he killed Haden 
Clarke,” Carson declared. 

He pictured the defendant as a 
soldier and a gentleman, incapable of a 
love shooting. . 

Carson told of his pity for Mrs. J. 
M. Keith-Miller, over. whom the state 
contended Lancaster shot Clarke. The 
latter had replaced Lancaster as the. 


/woman’s fiance while Lancaster was 


in the west on an unsuccessful busi- 
ness trip. 

The attorney described her ‘tangled 
love life, 

“Her sordid story has been sent out 
over telegraph instruments to be read 
and gloated over in far parts of the 
world,” he said. 

“This woman's bravery is an out- 
standing point in this trial, as she 
brings into the glaring light of public 
opinion that story of weaknesses she 
had thought would be forever hidden.” 

Mother Fails To Testify. 

Carson assailed the testimony of 
several state witnesses as he made 
his acquittal plea. They were defend- 
ed by Hawthorne, who contended that 
their testimony was as good and as 
believable as that of Lancaster or 
Mrs. Keith-Miller. 

Carson belittled testimony of wit- 
nesses who said Lancaster threatened 
Clarke after learning of the love af- 
fair between Clarke and Mrs. Keith- 
Miller. 

“Every angle of the state’s case 
about William Newton Lancaster has 
collapsed,” Carson declared. 

He referred to the dead man’s 
mother, Mrs. Ida Clare Clarke, as be- 
ing brought into the courtroom as 8 
“silent accuser” but declared the 
state attorney had feared to put her 
on the witness stand. 

This was denounced in an impas- 
sioned declaration by Hawthorne 
later. 

“A mother is sacred,” he declared. 
“She is not to be brought into the 
muck and dirt of a trial like this 
one.” 

The state attorney 4ssailed the pic- 
tures of Clarke’s death—described by 
Lancaster as an honor suicide when 
he realized a recurring illness would 
prevent his proposed marriage to Mrs. 
Keith-Miller. 

Lancaster Confident. 

At another time Hawthorne re- 
ferred to Lancaster as the man “who 
must be the greatest lover in the 
world.” 

Carson attacked the testimony of 
Tarl Hudson, Miami policeman, who 
investigated the shooting, but Haw- 
thorne defended the officer. 

“If Earl Hudson did _ everything 


Jim Carson said he did to conceal 
evidence he found in the room in| 
which Clarke was fatally shot, he| 
must have known. about the shooting | 


two weeks beforehand.” | 


Mrs, Keith-Miller sat in the court- | 
room during the arguments, as did | 
Mrs. Clarke, with her son, Dr. Bever- 
ly Clarke. The women apparently did 
not see each other. | 

Mrs. Keith-Miller apparently had) 
no regret for her part in the trial. | 

“IT am interested only in freeing | 
old Bill,” she said. “Nothing else mat- 
ters to me.” 

Lancaster appeared confident of ac- 
quittal as the day wore on. 

“It will be up to the jury soon, 
and I don't think it will take them 
long.”

So effec- 
tive was the strikers’ campaign that 
only about a dozen trucks reached the 
markets. Normally 600 trucks daily 
enter that city with farm products. 

Unarmed deputies escorted the few 
truckers through farmers’ lines and 
Sheriff John A. Davenport declared 
he intended to keep the six main high- 
ways into Sioux City open, despite 
the blockade by swearing in additional 
deputies if, necessary. 

The Farmers’ Holiday Association 
instituted the movement in Iowa Au- 
gust 8, its purpose to withhold all 

ossible farm produce from sale until 
armers were assured. cost of produc- 
tion plus what association officials 
figured a fair profit. 

Similar strikes were started by 
Holiday Associations in North Dakota 
and Illinois and other middle western 
states were reported by representa- 
tives at a meeting here yesterday as 
preparing to join the movement. 

Prices for hogs, important item of 
farm production in Iowa, dropped 5 
to 25 cents today at the five leading 
markets in the state. At the same 
time hog receipts jumped to 10,300, 
as compared to 9,300 a week ago at 
nearly a score of interior markets and 
packing plants.

Moslems, Hindus, ‘Un- 
touchables,’ Women, All 
To Be Represented. 


BY HARRY FLORY. 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—(UP)—The 
British government tonight attempted 
to cut the Gordian knot in India’s 
turbulent political life by announcing 
a provisional settlement of the an- 
cient communal struggle between 
Hindus and Moslems. 

This settlement is intended to blast 
out the chief obstacle to progress to- 
ward self-govermment for the great 
sub-continent of 360,000,000 pmo 
—but Prime Minister J. amsay 
MacDonald admitted it probably will 
be criticized by every community in 
a 

fi 2A me ey was forced to act 
ates the Indian leaders, including 
the Mahatma M. K. Gandhi, now in 
prison for his activities against Brit- 
ish rule, had failed completely in ef- 
forts to strike a compromise. 

Britain had warned India that she 
must agree on the representation to 
be given each of the conglomeration 
of races in ten provinces. These fac- 
tions speak 200 different languages, 
practice 20 different religions and 
some are constantly at war or em- 
broiled in rioting. 

The chief struggle has been be- 
tween Hindus, numbering 200,000,- 
000, and the Moslems, numbering 75,- 
000,000. Another important faction 
is 45,000,000 so-called “untouchables,” 
the lowest of the Hindu castes. 


Aside from the clauses attempting 
to divide representation in the legis- 
latures according to racial population, 
one of the most interesting features of 
the settlement was a guarantee that 
37 seats in the proposed new legisla- 
tures should be to women. This was 
inserted despite the insistence of In- 
dian women that they do not want 
such privileged treatment. 

The settlement gives the Moslems 
ample legislative majorities in the 
northwést frontier province, and the 
Sind, where they are strongest, and 
a bare working majority in the Pun- 
jab, where strength is more equally 
divided. 

No faction has a majority in the 
reat state of Bengal, where the Mos- 
rowan are alloted 119 seats out of 
250, with a possibility that they will 
get a couple more ‘through special 
constituencies, 

Provision is made for separate elec- 
torates for Hindus, Moslems, Sikhs, 
Indian-Christians, Anglo-Indians and 
Europeans. Special constituencies 
are provided for land holders, com- 
merce, industry and labor, giving 
each an assured representation in the 
legislatures. 

The untouchables will vote with 
the Hindu constituencies, but also 
will have separate constituencies, 
where they are most numerous, thus 
giving them a double vote despite the 
vigorous protests of Gandhi.
